FOR THE PEOPLE more substantial evidences of esteem. They have many opportunities 
of 
usefulness to their employers. They can prevent any alteration of an ini­ 
quitous tariff which robs the poor to pay the rich. They can perpetuate 
a telegraph franchise which makes us pay forty cents for ten cent tele­ 
grams-. They can refuse to allow our postoffice to carry parcels (thus 
making our service inferior to that of any third-rate power) at the com­ 
mand of extortionate express companies. They can throw 
the 
public 
money away in paying the railways absurd sums for carrying the mails. In 
dozens of ways they can serve their real masters by opposing the obvious 
interests of the people 
They have carried the trust principle into politics. In forming a trust 
it is usual to shut down all unnecessary plants and continue only 
those 
r , that are needed So in the political trust, the house of representatives 
is 
treated as an unnecessary plant and it has virtually been shut down for 
years. Then again the senate itself is unnecessarily large, and, as in the 
case of the Equitable board of directors and other 
such 
institutions, 
a 
small executive committee has been formed consisting of four of the ablest 
friends of monopoly, and this unofficial cabal determines what 
legislation 
shall take effect and what shall not. The political trust is thus modeled 
upon the industrial trust. 
The election of such senators depends, of course, upon the ability to 
bribe the electors, and it is much easier to buy up a state legislature than it 
would be to debauch the entire electorate of a state. For this reason it is 
very desirable to take away the power of selecting senators from the legis­ 
latures, and to give it to the people at large of each state. Even the trusts 
cannot yet purchase the voters of a whole state. Public opinion is ripe for 
this change. On the Pacific slope they are beginning to put United States 
senators in prison, and in the state of New York they are loudly calling 
for the resignation of the unworthy representatives of that state 
Before the scandal of the house of dllars goes further, let us put a stop 
tc it by insisting upon our right to elect senators by general ballot. W ash­ 
ington must be saved from Wall street, and the popular election of sen­ 
ators would be a most important step in that direction.

It was the intention of our simple- 
minded ancestors to have a house of representaives to represent the peo­ 
ple. and a senate to represent the states. We have changed all that 
The 
senate of the United States has ceased to exist, and in its stead we have 
the house of dollars 
Of course we don’t call it that. We very rarely do 
call things by their right names. They had a senate in Rome which at 
one time was a patriotic, public spirited and independetn body, but the em­ 
perors gradually took away all its powers and it became finally a mere 
figurehead. Still it went on talking as if it were the whole state, and the 
emperors went on treating it with the greatest respect in form. It was 
still in appearance the great Roman senate, but in fact it was an empty 
shadow of power. The history of our senate is precisely the opposite of 
this on the surface, and precisely like it underneath, and I will show you 
how. 
On the political surface of things tile senate of the United States has 
absorbed the lion’s share of governmental power at Washington 
This is 
contrary to the expectation of the framers of the constitution They intend 
cd the lower house of congress to be the stronger force. All revenue bills 
were to originate with it, and as it was expected to hold the purse strings, 
they predicted that it would be the dominant partner. That is the case in 
England, in France, and in other constitutional countries, where there are 
two legislative houses. Only in the United States of America is it other 
wise. Why has our senate become so powerful? For that it is the real 
ruler of the country no one can deny. It treats the lower house and the 
president of the United States with scant courtesy, amending the bills of 
the former to suit itself and throwing the treaties of the latter into the 
wastepaper basket with a contemptuous laugh. Howr has it secured this

The senate has acquired this great powder on the surface because it 
has ceased to speak in the name of its own constitutional rights, hue re 
presents instead a vast ultra-constitutional influence which has gradually 
ousted the states from their function. The seante is now the agent of the 
money power—the representative of Wall street 
It is the house of dol­ 
lars. It has drawn to itself the powers of government, because it has itself 
abdicated its own powers to the lords of finance, and now confines its 
activities to registering their decrees 
It has, in fact, no more real pow­ 
er of its own than the degenerate Roman senate had. but it is strong in 
the strength of its impcrator. and its imperator is high finance. Like the 
Romans, we keep up the good old forms. The president of the senate still 
addresses the members as “the senator from the state of New York.” or 
the senator from the state of Rhode Island,” when everybody knows he 
means the senator from the New York Central railroad,” and “the senator 
from the Standard Oil Trust.” Our political system was originally a fair 
expression of the real life of the country, but it is today altogether 
out­ 
grown! and serves only as a veil behind which the power o f monopoly dis­ 
ports itself. 
It is because monopoly has gone so much further in this country than 
in most other countries—because our trusts' so overshadow the industrial 
combinations of Europe, because the centralization of financial control 
in 
private hands has reached with us such a point of perfection—that our le­ 
gislatures are more money ridden than other parliaments. Monopoly pick­ 
ed out the senate as an easier body to handle than the house. It is a small­ 
er body than the house of representatives, and its rules make it possible to 
kill hostile legislation by infinite discussion 
and 
delay.
